Judge Linda Quinn denied the 
TRO in the fireworks case ruling that there was insufficient evidence of irreparable injury to the 
environment.  
      
     Judge Jeffrey Barton found based on the evidence presented the Mayor did not abuse his 
discretion in refusing to declare an emergency for an emergency permit to put up the rope barrier at 
the Children’s Pool.   
 
     “We will continue to aggressively defend the City from such frivolous lawsuits,” said City Attorney 
Jan Goldsmith. The Civil Litigation team headed by Assistant City Attorney Don Worley and argued 
by Deputy City Attorney Glenn Spitzer and Deputy City Attorney George Schaefer did an excellent job 
arguing these issues and defending our City from these motions.”  
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
